Name  of 

1. — The  Institution  shall  be  called  the  WHITCHURCH 

Institution. 

COTTAGE  HOSPITAL  and  DISPENSARY. 

Objects. 

II. — Its  objects  shall  be  the  treatment  in  the  Hospital 
of  cases  of  disease  and  accident  among  the  poor  and 
others,  which  cannot  be  efficiently  treated  in  their  own 
homes.  All  patients  must  be  resident  within  eight  miles 
of  the  Hospital. 

Trustees. 

III. — The  property  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  conveyed 
to  and  vested  in  not  more  than  seven  nor  less  than  three 
Trustees.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  in  the  Trust  it  shall 
be  filled  up  at  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers. 

Committee. 

IY. — The  Institution  shall  be  managed  by  a  Committee 
who  shall  have  full  control  over  its  affairs,  including  the 
appointment  of  Sub-Committees  (with  all  or  any  of  the 
powers  of  the  Committee)  the  making  of  Bye-Laws  and 
the  appointment  of  Nurses.  The  Committee  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  not  less  than  15  persons,  nor  more  than  21,  in 
the  proportion  of  one-third  Gentlemen  and  two-thirds 
Ladies  (with  a  Lady  President  if  deemed  necessary),  to 
be  appointed  at  a  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  and 
of  the  Medical  Officers,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Trus¬ 
tees.  One  third  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  shall 
retire  at  each  Annual  General  Meeting  by  rotation,  but 
shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.  Three  members  of  the 
Committee  shall  form  a  quorum.  The  domestic  arrange¬ 
ments  shall  be  under  the  management  and  supervision 
of  a  Sub-Committee  of  Ladies.  The  Secretary  may  at 
any  time  call  meetings  of  the  Committee.  In  case  of  a 
casual  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Membership  of  the 
Committee,  the  same  may  be  filled  by  the  Committee 
itself,  the  person  so  appointed  serving  for  the  unex¬ 
pired  term  of  the  member  replaced.

VI.  — Every  registered  medical  mail  in  bona  fide  prac¬ 
tice  residing  within  the  parish  of  Whitchurch  shall  be 

invited  to  be  an  Honorary  Surgeon  of  the  Institution. 

VII.  — Patients  will  be  admitted  by  the  Committee  and 
must  bring  with  them  a  recommendation,  signed  by  a 
subscriber,  and  countersigned  by  a  Medical  man.  In 
cases  of  accident  or  immediate  urgency  no  recoinmer  Na¬ 
tion  is  required.  No  person  suffering  from  any  Infect¬ 
ious  Disease,  Phthisis,  Epilepsy  or  any  form  of  Mental 
Derangement  shall  be  admitted.  Chronic  cases  will  be 
admitted  only  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee. 
Patients  will  be  admitted  for  one  month.  The  necessity 
for  a  longer  stay  to  be  certified  by  the  Medical  Officer 
in  charge. 

VIII.  — Each  patient  shall  pay  a  weekly  sum  towards 
the  Plospital  expenses,  the  amount  of  which  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Committee  in  proportion  to  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  each  case. 

IX.  — The  financial  year  shall  end  on  December  31st, 
at  which  date  a  Statement  of  Accounts  shall  be  pre¬ 
pared.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers 
in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year,  to  be  convened 
by  the  Secretary  and  of  which  at  least  seven  days 
notice  shall  be  given,  when  the  Statement  of  Accounts 
for  the  past  year  shall  be  submitted,  the  Committee  and 
Officers  elected  and  any  other  necessary  business  trans¬ 
acted. 

X.  — A  special  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  may  be 
called  at  any  time  by  the  Secretary  on  a  request  in 
writing  signed  by  six  subscribers. 

XI.  — No  new  rule  nor  any  alteration  in  an  existing 
rule  shall  be  made  except  at  the  Annual  General  Meet¬ 
ing,  or  at  a  special  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers.

FIFTY-FOURTH 


ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Whitchurch 
Cottage  Hospital  took  place  on  Wednesday,  the  22nd  January, 
1941,  the  chairman  (Gen.  C.  H.  Lyon)  presiding  over  an  at¬ 
tendance  which  included  Mr.  J.  F.  Blackshaw,  Mr.  P.  G.  Mor¬ 
gan,  Dr.  H.  G.  W.  Beckett,  Mr  and  Mrs.  W.  Harold  Smith, 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  T.  Thompson,  Mrs.  Hugh  Manley Mrs.  Wm. 
Bamber  (Fairfield),  Miss  Darlington,  Mr.  G.  W.  Bristow,  Mr 
Robert  Manley,  Mr.  G.  J.  Carter,  Dr.  Mol  lie'  McCarter,  Mr. 
Edward  South  (secretary),  and  Mr.  J.  D.  Patrick  (treasurer). 

Apologies  for  absence  were  received  from  numerous 
supporters. 

CHAIRMAN’S  REPORT. , 

Gen.  Lyon  said  he  had  great  pleasure  in  presenting  the 
54th  annual  report  and  accounts  for  the  year  ended  December 
31st,  1940. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Committee  record  the 
death  of  three  of  its  members  during  the  year.  The  late  Mr. 
George  Reeves  had  been  of  inestimable  value  to  the  cause  of 
this  Hospital  for  a  period  of  18  years.  His  passing  was  fol¬ 
lowed  later  by  that  of  Mr.  Albert  G.  Eecleston  who,  whilst  only 
a  committee  member  for  a  short  time,  had  already  impressed 
his  knowledge  and  ready  assistance  on  Hospital  affairs.  The 
Hospital  could  ill  afford  to  lose  such  active  members,  especially 
at  a  time  when  matters  vitally  affecting  its  administration  were 
under  consideration.  1  pwards  the  end  of  the  year  another  blow 
was  suffered  by  the  death  of  Captain  R.  1 .  Jones  whose  kindly 
interest  in  the  Hospital  extended  over  many  years,  for  1 2  of 
which  he  was  a  Trustee. 


At  the  last  annual  meeting,  Mrs.  T.  W.  Godsal  retired 
from  the  committee  and  Mrs.  Thompson  was  appointed  by 
election  at  the  meeting  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Of  the  vacancies 
occurring  during  the  year,  one  has  been  filled  by  the  election 
of  Dr.  H.  G.  W.  Beckett*  and  the  other  is  open  for  nominations 
prior  to  this  annual  meeting. 

The  War  has,  of  course,  affected  us  in  many  ways.  Two 
of  our  medical  officers  are  serving  with  the  Forces,  as  is  also 
the  Rector  of  Whitchurch.  The  Hospital  stands  at  readiness 
at  all  times  for  emergency  work  as  well  as  carrying  on  its  duties 
to  the  civilian  sick.  Indeed,  during  the  year  26  members  of 
H.M.  Forces  have  been  treated  in  the  hospital.  In  addition, 
117  other  patients  have  been  admitted.  Operations  have  num¬ 
bered  27,  and  59  out-patients  were  treated. 

The  Scheme  for  Hospital  training  of  Nurses  of  the  local 
British  Red  Cross  Society  has  afforded  an  opportunity  to  the 
committee  to  have  the  assistance  of  the  V.A.D.  and  this  useful 
help  is  acknowledged  in  dealing  with  the  emergency  measures. 
It  has  been  of  mutual  value.  The  regular  staff  is  also  com¬ 
mended  for  the  speed  and  efficiency  with  which  the  change  has 
been  met  and  for  their  continued  goodwill  and  cheerfulness 
under  conditions  which  are  trying  for  most  people. 

The  average  number  of  patients  resident  daily  was  six, 
and  the  average  number  of  days  each  patient  was  resident, 
15.37.  The  average  total  cost  of  maintenance  of  each  patient 
was  £3  13s.  7d.  per  week.  It  must  be  remembered,  however, 
that  the  payment  for  Service  cases  has  not  yet  been  adjusted, 
and  also  certain  stocks  of  fuel,  drugs  and  dressings  have  been 


kept  on  reserve,  although  paid  for  during  the  year.  The  value 
of  these  has  not  been  taken  into  account  and  they  are  assets 
against  the  adverse  balance  shown  in  the  income  and  expendi¬ 
ture  account. 

It  may  be  as  well  to  state  here  that  any  ideas  that  hos¬ 
pitals  are  receiving  large  sums  from  the  Government  are  entirely 
out  of  accord  with  the  facts.  Provisional  payments  were  made 
when  the  hospitals  were  being  prepared  under  the  Emergency 
measures.  These,  however,  are  subject  to  later  settlement  on 
the  basis  of  services  rendered  and  actual  expenditure  incurred 
in  the  Hospitals  co-operation  with  the  Emergency  Scheme.  In 
war-time,  many  sources  of  income  decrease  or  disappear  en¬ 
tirely,  whilst  expenditure  increases  and  civilian  patients  are 
still  received — many  not  able  to  meet  the  cost  of  their  treatment. 
The  policy  of  rendering  all  its  services  to  those  who  need  them 
at  such  charge  as  each  patient  can  afford  to  pay  has  not  altered 
and  the  continued  financial  support  of  subscribers  and  donors 
will  enable  the  hospital  to  maintain  this  policy. 

A  very  pleasing  feature  of  the  accounts  is  that  the  efforts 
of  many  friends  have  resulted  in  a  decrease  of  only  £9  in  the 
voluntary  gifts — notwithstanding  the  loss  of  financial  support 
from  the  Carnival,  an  annual  event  which  the  Hospital  had 
come  to  look  upon  as  an  institution  generously  organised  for 
its  benefit.  Many  hundreds  of  pounds  have  been  received  with 
gratitude  from  this  source  and  your  committee  did  not  view  the 
stoppage  of  this  help  in  1940  with  anything  but  misgiving.  Our 
best  thanks  go  to  all  those  generous  new  subscribers,  donors 
and  organisers  who,  anticipating  our  predicament,  have  caused 
this,  the  most  vital  heading  in  our  income  account,  to  reach 
such  a  high  mark  in  what  looked  likely  to  be  a  very  low  tide. 


Just  before  closing  the  year,  a  generous  legacy  of  the 
residue  of  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Ann  Heatley,  deceased,  was  re¬ 
ceived,  and  £246  19s  5d  awaits  investment  in  our  Capital  Fund. 
Another  handsome  residuary  bequest  is  awaited  and  these  Capi¬ 
tal  additions  are  very  welcome  as  they  increase  the  investment 
(and  regular)  income. 

As  previously  referred  to,  the  expenditure  shows  an  in¬ 
crease  in  manj4  items.  No  one  would  expect  otherwise  under 
all  the  circumstances.  Provisions  £36,  and  domestic  £27,  are 
the  two  main  items.  These  are**  however,  set  off  by  the  de¬ 
crease  in  expenditure  under  the  heading  of  “Establishment.” 
We  have  not,  of  course,  been  able  to  carry  out  our  usual  policy 
of  spending  a  proportion  each  year  on  repairs  and  renewals  or 
painting. 

We  have  made  further  provision  for  the  depreciation  in 
value  by  wear  and  tear  of  our  furniture  and  equipment  and  our 
X-Ray  equipment  (which  has  again  been  doing  good  work) , 
and  the  net  financial  result  of  the  activities  of  the  hospital  for 
1940  is  an  excess  of  expenditure  over  income  of  £219  10s  lid. 

The  committee  desires  to  extend  its  thanks  to  all  those 
whose  interest  has  continued  to  be  reflected  in  so  many  ways  in 
this  Institution.  Also  to  the  medical  and  nursing  staffs  for 
their  co-operation,  without  which  the  public  benefit  of  our 
local  hospital  could  not  be  maintained. 

Dr.  Beckett  proposed  the  adoption  of  the  Report  and 
Accounts  which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  G.  J.  Carter  and  carried 
unanimously. 


COMMITTEE: 


The  chairman  stated  that  six  members  of  the  committee 
retired  by  rotation,  but  were  all  eligible  for  re-election  and  were 
prepared  to  serve  for  a  further  three  years  if  elected.  The  retir¬ 
ing  members  were  :  Mr.  G.  J.  Carter,  Dr.  Beckett,  Mr.  J.  F. 
Blackshaw,  Mrs.  Hugh  Manley,  Mrs.  W.  Harold  Smith,  and 
Mrs.  Corser.  It  was  stated  that  there  was  one  other  vacancy 
due  to  the  passing  of  the  late  Mr.  Albert  G.  Eccleston.  The 
following  were  eventually  elected  to  fill  the  seven  vacancies — 
Mrs.  Corser,  Mrs.  W.  Harold  Smith,  Mrs.  Hugh  Manley,  Mr. 
R.  J.  Eccleston,  Dr.  Beckett,  Mr.  G.  J.  Carter,  and  Mr.  J.  F. 
Blackshaw. 


APPOINTMENTS  AND  THANKS. 

Gen.  Lyon  moved  that  Mr.  Patrick  be  re-elected  as  hon. 
treasurer,  and  thanked  him  for  his  valuable  services  in  this 
capacity.  This  was  carried  with  acclamation,  as  also  was  the 
re-election  of  Mr.  Frank  Clayton  as  honorary  auditor.  The 
chairman  moved  that  thanks  be  extended  to  Mr.  D.  E.  Davies 
who  had  so  kindly  audited  the  accounts  covering  the  past  year, 
in  place  of  Mr.  Clayton.  1  hi?  was  unanimously  agreed  upon. 

Mrs.  Manley  proposed  the  election  of  Mr.  M.  W.  Sowden 
as  Hon.  Architect,  and  this  was  carried  with  acclamation.  It 
was  decided  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  him  expressing  thanks  for 
his  services  and  the  wishes  of  a  speedy  recovery  from  his  pres¬ 
ent  illness. 


Mr.  W.  Harold  Smith  moved  a,  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
Medical  Staff,  and  in  doing  so  spoke  of  the  splendid  way  in 
which  they  had  carried  out  their  work.  The  success  of  the 
hospital  was  due  to  their  accomplishments — (applause) .  This 
was  seconded  and  carried  with  acclamation. 

Mrs.  T.  Thompson  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
Matron,  Nursing  Staff,  and  domestic  staff  of  the  hospital,  and 
this  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Hugh  Manley. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Patrick  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Gen.  Lyon 
for  his  valuable  services  as  chairman  during  the  whole  of  the 
time  he  had  served  in  that  capacity.  This  was  seconded  by  Mr 
J.  F.  Blackshaw  who  referred  to  the  untiring  efforts  made  by 
the  chairman  for  the  good  of  the  hospital.  He  had  done  admir¬ 
able  work,  and  the  heartiest  thanks  were  due  to  him — (ap¬ 
plause)  . 

Gen.  Lyon  thanked  Mr.  Patrick  and  Mr.  Blackshaw  for 
their  kind  words  and  then  went  on  to  refer  to  the  very  difficult 
times  through  which  the  hospital  was  passing.  However,  diffi¬ 
culties  very  often  brought  out  the  very  best  in  people.  To  all 
those  who  had  helped  the  hospital  to  carry  on  through  the  past 
year  with  success,  great  thanks  were  due.  There  had  been 
more  subscribers  during  the  year  and  more  splendid  work  done 
by  the  organisers  and  helpers  for  Rose  Day,  the  Annual  Rum- 


mage  Sale  and  various  other  functions}  such  as  Whist  Drives. 
It  was  a  really  great  thing  for  the  people  of  Whitchurch  to  sup¬ 
port  their  hospital  as  they  were  doing  at  the  present  time.  They 
were  doing  their  very  best  for  their  more  unfortunate  brethren. 

Gen.  Lyon  said  it  was  his  last  appearance  as  their  chair= 
man  and  he  wished  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  every¬ 
body  who  had  done  something  for  the  hospital  during  his  term 
of  office.  He  also  desired  to  thank  all  who  had  assisted  him 
during  his  five  years  as  chairman.  The  secretary,  treasurer, 
committee,  medical  staff,  with  their  unfailing  support  and  loy¬ 
alty,  had  made  his  task  much  easier. 


He  extended  personal  thanks  to  Mr.  Edward  South  for 
his  willing  and  cheery  help  as  secretary.  During  the  past  three 
years  he  had  had  very  much  more  work  to  do  but  had  accom¬ 
plished  his  task  admirably.  The  hospital  was  very  fortunate 
to  have  for  its  secretary  so  capable  a  man  as  Mr.  South — (ap¬ 
plause)  . 

Gen.  Lyon  expressed  thanks  to  the  doctors,  the  Matron 
and  her  staff  and  also  the  gentlemen  in  honorary  appointments 
who  were  always  willing  to  render  their  services.  Mr.  John 
Gardner  particularly,  was  to  be  thanked  for  his  professional 
services  to  the  Hospital.  He  was  sorry  that  Mr.  Gardner  could 
not  be  present  that  afternoon  owing  to  illness. 


He  concluded  with  expressing  the  hope  that  the  coming 
year  would  be  more  settled  than  the  one  through  which  they 
had  just  passed. 

Mr.  Edward  South  said  he  was  sure  that  the  Hospital 
staff,  committee,  and  all  interested  in  the  hospital  affairs  would 
regret  the  retirement  of  Gen.  Lyon.  He  himself,  was  very 
sorry  to  know  that  the  chairman  was  retiring.  He  could  only 
hope  that  the  people  of  the  town  and  district  would  rally  round 
and  help  them  out  of  any  financial  difficulties  in  the  future 
which  he  felt  sure  would  come  about.
